"Editorials on the new development 
in the European situation were carried 
in the “Ta Kung Pao,” the. National 
Times,” the “Sing Tao Jih Pao,” “Lih 
Pao” and other papers. 

The “Ta Kung Pao” said. that 
France’s action. was not entirely un- 
‘expected.. Before the fall of Paris, 
discrepancies of opinions between the 
French leaders regarding the war 
were noticed and M. Paul Reynaud’s 
urgent appeal to President Roosevelt 
for assistance and the complaint of 
the French. military spokesman on 
June 14 of the great disparity be- 
tween France and Germany in forces, 
munitions and. aeroplanes 
the weakening of the strength of 
France. - 

What was surprising, the paper 
said, was that Marshal Petain should 
announce the capitulation of France 
after Britain had manifested its rea- 
diness-to-intensify her -aid to. France 
and the United States giad just pro- 
mised: to redouble her efforts of as- 
sistance in war materials. 

The paper expressed the opinion 
that the French move would not be 
a serious blow to Britain in the pro- 
secution of the war though she’ might 
suffer from it spiritually. Britain’s 
war aim was to frustrate Hitler’s 
attempt to dominate the European 
Continent. In spite of the drastic 
changes since the war started, she 
still keeps her wide territory, ample 
_ yegources' and the world’s strongest 
navy intact and the:loyalty of her 
colonies is‘unchanged. Though -the 
British Isles are menaced, the British 
Wavy and Air Force are strong enough 
for protection.
